Aircraft Will Give Impetus to Every 
Branch of Commerce 

Major-General. Sykes, controller- 
general of civil aviation, in an article 
in the Observer on the Colonies and 
Aviation, dwells on the great oppor- 
tuniti¢s in Canada, He says aircraft 
can be empleyed to extend the influ- 
ence of railways and will give an im- 
petus to every branch of Canadian 
commerce. As an instance of their 
usefulntss in development of virgin 
land, Major-General Sykes suggests 
an air route linking up Quebec with 
the Lake Superior terminus of the 
Canadian Pacific, ffom where the ser- 
vices might radiate toward Winnipeg 
and thente to Vancouver and many 
parts of the northwest provinces.

Aircraft might be 
used. for discovering prairie fires, | 
herding, patrols, timber location and | 
survey work.
